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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of the County of Hillsborough : 


Being required by law to submit an annual report of the trans- 
actions of the business of the county, we respectfully submit the 
following for the year ending December 31, 1894, with reports 
of the county solicitor, clerk of the court, county treasurer, 
sheriff, jailer, superintendent of county farm and almshouse, 
chaplain, physician, and auditors, also a copy of the proceedings 
of the county conventions. There have been no expenditures 
for permanent improvements at the county farm and almshouse 
at Wilton since our last report. Mr. and Mrs. Libbey, super- 
intendent and matron, and the subordinate officers merit our 
commendation and the thanks of the citizens of the county for 
their untiring efforts in behalf of the unfortunates under their 
- care. The scholars at the institution are well disciplined and 
have made commendable progress under the instruction of a 
competent teacher. Rev. T. O. Harlow and Dr. C. E. Higgins, 
chaplain and physician, have continued their faithful services in 
a very acceptable manner. MRev. Father Hannon has visited 
the institution once a month and ministered to the moral and 
religious wants of the Catholic inmates. The stock has been 
well cared for and the products of the farm have been an aver- 
age of former years, 

For the purpose of funding the indebtedness of the county, 
and in accordance with chapter 203, Session Laws of the state © 
of New Hampshire, January, 1893, bonds to the amount of one 
hundred and seventeen thousand dollars ($117,000) were issued 
March 1, 1894, payable January 1, 1914, with interest at 4 per 
cent, 

After a legal call for bids, the award was made to G. A. Fur- 
nald & Co., of Boston, Mass, they offering the highest premium. 

At a county convention, held at Nashua, April 11, 1894, one 
hundred and twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) was appropri- 
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ated for the purpose of constructing county buildings at Goffs- 
town. ‘The commissioners have contracted for the same and 
they are now being completed. 

The commissioners wish to thank the overseers of the poor for 
the readiness with which they have complied with their sugges- 
tions in the management of dependent soldiérs and county pau- 
pers in the different towns in this county. 

It will be seen that the expense of caring for the poor during 
the last year has been increased, which is to a great extent due 
to the want of employment. 

We respectfully invite the citizens of the county to visit the 
county farm and almshouse at their pleasure and inspect all de- 
partments of the institution. 

The affairs at the jail, under the efficient supervision of Capt. 
David Wadsworth, are well managed. ‘The sanitary condition is 
excellent ; it is rarely that a case of sickness occurs among the 
prisoners. | 

Captain and Mrs. Wadsworth have our sincere thanks for 
their thorough discipline and good management of the institu- 
tion.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY 
FARM. 





Zo the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 

County : 

GENTLEMEN,— That the year ending September 30, 1894, was 
a busy one for many connected with county farm affairs I have 
no doubt you will admit. 

At this institution a larger number of inmates was admitted 
than in any previous year, still no serious sickness prevailed and 
the number of deaths was less than for some years. 

After the purchase of ‘‘Grasmere,’’ it became necessary to 
take into our calculation the ways and means for carrying on 
certain work at that place which did not come under the differ- 
ent contractors’ plans. 

Inmates and teams had to be selected from the working force 
here and sent to Goffstown to get through the work as planned. 
Officers from this institution accompanied them and remained 
in charge. Supplies for these people were bought and sent there ; 
frequent visits of the superintendent and matron were necessary, 
and the work here must be carried on by such as remained after 
sending some of our best workers to Goffstown. ‘There has been 
about twenty-seven hundred days’ work with men and teams fur- 
nished by help from this institution (the most of it by prisoners) 
on the sewerage and water system at Grasmere. 

Under these conditions prosperity has attended us here. 

The crops were good, and a considerable amount of labor was 
done for outside parties who have paid a reasonable sum for the 
same. 

We have a fine herd of young stock, all raised on the farm, 
ready to take the place of any cows it may be desirable to kill or 
sell; more than roo fine shoats, besides fat hogs, breeders, and 
young pigs. The silo contains 500 tons of ensilage, with every 
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bay, band, and scaffold filled with hay of fine quality. There 
is a plentiful supply of all kinds of vegetables, and several hun- 
dred barrels of apples. ‘These are some of the products of the 
year’s work. 

It will be observed that the price of board is lower than for 
several years. The large number provided for, the low prices of 
many things that are used here, and the increase in the valuation 
of personal property, all combine to cause the reduction. 

We desire to express thanks in behalf of the inmates to the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, for frequent and libera] 
gifts of flowers, which were greatly appreciated by old and 
young. ‘To the friends who have been so liberal in gifts of fruit 
and other delicacies, thanks are extended ; and to one and all 
who have in any way contributed to the comfort or happiness of 
our inmates, we, in their behalf, express sincere thanks. 

To the officers who have aided me during the past year in 
maintaining discipline and carrying on the work of the institu- 
tion, I express my appreciation of their efforts. 

And, gentlemen, I cannot close without thanking your Board 
for the kindly eye with which you have looked upon my mis- 
takes, and the strong support I have at all times received from 
you.

GENTLEMEN,— Again I submit my report concerning the reli- 
gious condition of the institution. 

I feel deeply grateful to the officers of the institution for the 
assistance rendered me in the discharge of my duties, especially 
to the superintendent and matron.

Funeral services have also been held when required. I have 
also made, from time to time, calls upon the sick and suffering, 
especially upon those confined to their rooms. ‘These have been 
gratefully received. 

It has been our aim to do something to lift out of sin these 
people of different classes thus thrown together, and to leave a 
lasting impression of that which is good. The gospel of our 
Lord is the only means of doing this.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
fiilisborough: 


GENTLEMEN,— My report as solicitor from December 31, 
1893, to December 31, 1894, is as follows: 


There were upon the docket at the beginning of the January 
_term of court (January 2), 1894, thirty-one criminal cases and 
one civil/case (Zzbbey v. County). At that term one civil case, 
and four criminal cases appealed from police courts, were 
entered, and eighty-two indictinents were found and returned by 
the grand;jury. At the May term, 1894, three criminal appealed 
cases were entered, sixteen informations were filed, and one hun- 
dred eighty-eight indictments were found and returned. At the 
September term, 1894, four civil cases and seven criminal ap- 
pealed cases were entered, twelve informations were filed, one 
hundred fifty-nine indictments were found and returned. 

The foregoing make a total of six civil and five hundred two 
criminal cases. Two of the civil cases above mentioned have 
been settled and judgment has been recovered in two of the 
others in favor of the county. The remaining case (Lzddey v. 
County) still remains upon the docket. The criminal cases have 
all been disposed of except twenty-eight which have been con- 
tinued to the present (January) term of court. 

Thirteen suits upon defaulted recognizances were brought, re- 
turnable to the present term. Six of these have been settled ; 
the seven remaining will, unless settled, be entered at this term. 
The fines, costs, and all other money accruing to the county 
from the foregoing cases, both criminal and civil, have been 
paid direct to the clerk of the supreme court, or to the sheriff, 
by the parties.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE HILLSBOROUGH 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 


_ JANUARY SESSION, 1893. 


Agreeably to the requirements of the Public Statutes of the 
state of New Hampshire, the representatives from the towns in 
Hillsborough county met in the office of the adjutant-general at 
Concord, on Wednesday, January 11, 1893. 

On motion it was voted that Charles Scott, of Peterborough, 
be chosen chairman of the convention for the ensuing term of 
two years. 

On motion it was voted that P. H. Sullivan, of Manchester, 
be chosen clerk of the convention for the ensuing term of two 
years.

Agreeably to the vote at the meeting on January 19, the rep- 
resentatives of Hillsborough county visited the county farm at 
Wilton. The trip from the station in Wilton to the farm was 
made in sleighs provided by the commissioners. The party con- 
sisted of the representatives, commissioners, county officers, and 
invited guests. Shortly after arrival at the farm a bountiful col- 
lation was served, to which all present did ample justice. 


FORMAL MEETING. 


At 12.40 P. M. the convention was called to order by Chair- 
man Scott in the large dining-room at the farm. Hecommented 
upon the large and satisfactory attendance of representatives, 
and said that several matters of the utmost interest and impor- 
tance to the people of the county must come up for their consid- 
eration, and concluded by calling upon the treasurer of the 
county, E. F. Jones, of Manchester, for a statement of the 
county’s condition, financially and otherwise. 

Mr. Jones stated that he was not a member of the convention, 
and could not in strictness take part in its deliberations, but he 
had been requested to be present by the commissioners, to make 
some statement to the members of the affairs of the county. 
This he proceeded to do, speaking at length upon the increase 
of the county population, and the consequent increase of county 
expenses. He stated that the commissioners would call for 
$136,000 per year in 1894 and 1895, and in conclusion recom- 
mended funding of the-county debt, and the passage by the legis- 
lature of an act authorizing the county so to do. 

Moved by Mr. Felt, of Hillsborough, that a committee of five 
be appointed to introduce a bill allowing the county to bond its 
debt ; also to look up matter of changing locality of the farm. 

Motion withdrawn. 

Moved by Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester, that a committee of 
five, including the chairman, be appointed by the chair to prepare 
a bill to be introduced in the legislature providing that the county 
of Hillsborough be empowered to bond its debt.

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The chairman announced the committee, as follows: Scott, of 


Peterborough ; Gilmore, of Manchester; Felt, of Hillsborough ;

The convention then proceeded to discuss the matter of the 
removal of the county farm to some more convenient site. It 
was urged by Messrs. Mullen and Sullivan, of Manchester, Felt, 
of Hillsborough, and others, that the farm was very inconven- — 
iently located for transportation of persons and goods, and so 
inaccessible, especially in winter time, as to be practically de- 
fenseless in case of fire, and they urged that the convention take 
immediate steps for removal to some more desiderable point. 

On motion of Mr. Felt, of Hillsborough, it was voted that a 
committee of ten be appointed by the chair to consider the ad- 
visability of moving the county farm from Wilton, to consider 
location, what sort of buildings would be needed, make estimates 
of their probable cost, and so forth, and report to the convention 
as soon as possible. _ 

The chairman stated that he should need some time for ap- 
pointing this committee, and that he would announce it later. 

Some further discussion as to the matter involved in the last 
vote ensued, whereupon the chairman asked an expression of 
opinion from the representatives as to the advisability of removal. 

All expressed themselves in favor of removal with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Everett, of Nashua, who stated that he was not in 
favor of removing the farm, but thought that some change should 
be made whereby the paupers might be kept separate from the 
criminals. | 

Mr. Gilmore, of Manchester, called for the opinion of the 
county commissioners upon the question of removing the farm 
from Wilton, and they stated that they were a unit in favor of 
its removal. 

Mr. Jones, county treasurer, stated that it would take time for 
removal, and that meanwhile repairs would be needed, and the 
property at the farm must be taken care of. 

A vote of thanks was moved and carried, expressing to the 
commissioners and superintendent the appreciation of the con- 
vention for the courtesies of the occasion. 

Voted to adjourn subject to the call of the chair. 
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After adjournment the representatives, under the guidance of 
the commissioners and superintendent, proceeded to make a tour 
of the farm and inspection of the buildings. Everything was 
found in admirable condition, but the lack of proper means of 
exit from the different buildings in case of fire, and appliances 
for fighting the same, were painfully apparent. 

Representatives and guests took sleighs for the Wilton station 
and returned to Nashua and Manchester upon the five o’clock 
train.

To the Hillsborough County Delegation of the New Hampshire

For the purpose of placing in a more satisfactory condition 
the probate records of Hillsborough county,and facilitating public

The clerk read to the meeting the record of the county con- 
vention held December 12, 1866; also the report of the commit- 
tee appointed by the convention to consider different locations 
for county farm, said committee consisting of Messrs. James, 
Scott, and Buxton. 

The commissioners, in reply to questions from the committee, 
said there were about 140 idiotic and insane, 40 criminals, and 
about 120 or 150 paupers. ‘The people at the farm average in 
the winter time about 325. The average length of time that 
criminals stay at the farm is four months. The cost of transport- 
ing the paupers from Nashua is forty-five cents or ninety cents, 
depending upon whether they are accompanied by a commis- 
sioner or not. 

Moved by Hatch, of Peterborough, and seconded, that the 
county commissioners be requested to procure from the county 
clerk’s office the report of the committee favoring the purchase 
of a farm at Wilton, referred to in the record of the convention 
of December 12, 1866, as Paper No. 2. 
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The roll-call disclosed that all of the committee were present 
except George, of Goffstown, and Cleasby, of Hollis. 

Moved by Brigham, and seconded, that a committee of four, 
including the chairman, be appointed to examine different loca- 
tions for the county farm.

Gilmore, of Manchester, submitted a letter from ex-Governor

Moved by Emerson, and seconded, that all parties interested 
in selling farms to the county submit their figures to the commit- 
tee at Nashua, on Thursday, August to, at Io A. M. 

Carried. 

The chairman stated that Mr. Cheney had said that he would 
submit to him on or before Thursday, August 10, a sealed pro- 
posal of the farm, not to be opened until similar offer or offers 
have been received from others desiring to sell. 

Remarks were made by Messrs. Bowers and Sullivan on the 
necessity of speedy action in this matter. 

Moved and seconded that we adjourn to meet at Nashua, on 
Thursday, August 10, 1893, at Io A. M. 


AUGUST Io, 1893. 


A meeting of the committee was held at Nashua, August 10, 
1893. The meeting was called to order by Chairman Felt at 
2.30 P. M. 

The chairman stated that at least two persons were present who 
had farms to sell, and called upon Mr. McKay, of Manchester, 
who has a farm for sale in Bedford, comprising six or seven farms 
running from the Merrimack river a distance of from 1% ‘to 134 
miles, and in width along the river 2 miles, comprising in all 
375 acres. He stated that a reservoir might be built on high 
ground to contain water sufficient to last through any fire. The 
Concord & Montreal Railroad is ready to build a station there. 
The farm is supplied with numerous springs throughout, and has 
a good deal of wood and timber. 

The chairman then called upon Mr. Burgess, of Manchester. 

He stated that he had two farms four miles from Manchester, 
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but would not go into details, because if, as the chairman says, 
you must have an abundance of water, it is for you to say if you 
will get along with springs. The farms are four miles from the 
nearest railroad. They could have a heavy supply of water. 
There are five wells on the farm. There are no brooks except in 
the pasture. 

Mr. Bowers stated that in his opinion the lack of railroad facil- 
ities barred the farm out. 

Mr. Gilmore stated that in his opinion the water supply was 
not sufficient. 

The chairman stated that some time agoa Mr. Parker, of Man- 
chester, wrote him that he had something to sell. The chairman 
referred him to the Manchester members, and mentioned Mr. 
Gilmore. 

Mr. Gilmore produced a letter from him written August 3, 
which was read by the secretary and appended. 


MANCHESTER, August 3, 1893. 
G. C. Gilmore: 


DEAR Sir,— Last February I dropped you a line in regard to 
our Merrimack land as a location for the new county farm. Hav- 
ing received no notice of it perhaps I should take that as a refusal 
to let me say anything about it to you, but as I know this land 
has several advantages over any located on side tracks, that I 
venture to call your attention to it once more, and ask permission 
to explain it to you. We have a map of this lot, and if you will 
look at it I should be pleased to show it. It would give youa 
very much better idea of the size, shape, and location. Some of 
the advantages, as I look at them, are these: 

First. Five minutes’ walk from railroad station, main line of 
highway and railroad travel, not side track. 

Second. Half way between Nashua and Manchester, accom- 
modating the two places that give the most of the county busi- 
ness equally. 

Third. Unlimited water supply in case of fire, and easy to 
get at. 

Fourth. The convenience of unloading a fire engine if one is 
sent from either place, side track and wharf. 

Fifth. A water privilege that can be used to establish water- 
works for farm stock, house, and fire use. 

Sixth. A fine supply of spring water for drinking and cooking 
use. 
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Seventh. Seven houses and two small barns, all wood; two 
houses are two-story, one of them large, containing fourteen large 
rooms and one small room, making fifteen rooms; and one two- 
story brick store. 

Eighth. A doctor located there in the village within halfa 
mile, 

Ninth. The trains running very conveniently for Nashua and 
Manchester, and any other portion of the county. It is not on 
a side track, like ex-Governor Cheney’s farm in Goffstown, that 
will not accommodate Nashua any better than she now is, nor 
the rest of the county except Manchester. I would be pleased 
to meet you in your office, if I can find out where it is, as I do. 
not know now.

_ Mr. Gilmore stated that he had seen Mr. Parker, and told him 
to attend the meeting today. 

Mr. Bowers stated that the buildings on the farm were in a 
ruinous condition. 

The chairman stated that he had received, and he then pro- 
duced, a proposition from ex-Governor Cheney for the sale of 
his farm in Goffstown, not to be opened until other offers were 
received. 

Mr. V. C. Gilman, of Nashua, then addressed the committee 
on the advantages of his farm in Nashua, called ‘‘ Riverside.’’ It 
is 308 rods along the Nashua river, and 240 odd rods along the 
Hollis highway, and contains 145 acres of land. He stated that 
he did not think any charge would be made for carrying Penni- 
chuck water to the railroad ; beyond that they would charge six 
per cent for the expense of carrying it there. It would not be 
one fourth of a mile. The county would then have water by 
meter. The sewerage would be to the river by a stream in the 
meadow. He stated that he had not yet mentioned a price to 
the chairman, but would lodge a price with him. Electric light 
is now carried up opposite the farm, and can be extended through 
easily ; we also could have power; a telephone is already there, 
and a fire-alarm box is within easy distance, opposite the school- 
house. I understand that if the water is used at the farm for 
house purposes, there would be no charge for carrying it through. 

The chairman stated that ex-Governor Cheney’s propositions 
were all contained in sealed paper. 
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Moved by Kaley, of Milford, and seconded, that Mayor Hall, 
of Nashua, be allowed to make a statement to the committee. 

Mr. Hall stated that the Nashua city farm contains 175 acres 
of productive land, with buildings in good condition ; the stable 
is new. He was ready to givea price for the place; sale was 
otherwise subject to the approval of the city councils. There is 
now a telephone at the farm. ‘The nearest fire-alarm box is at 
Roby & Swart’s mill on the Merrimack river. He thinks the 
charge for Pennichuck water is thirty-three cents per thousand 
feet. Thecity of Nashua desires to sell its city farm if the county 
of Hillsborough wants it. ; 

Mr. Gilman, of Nashua, introduced Mr. Holden, superintend- 
ent of the Pennichuck Water-Works, who addressed the commit- 
tee on the cost of carrying water to the Riverside farm, the 
pressure at that point, and the company’s charges. 

The clerk then read a letter from Mr. Upton, of Goffstown, 
and the vote passed by the Goffstown Fire Precinct Water-Works 
in relation to the cost of carrying water to Grasmere farm. 


Gorrstown, August 8, 1893. 


BROTHER SULLIVAN,— The water board met last night, and I 
inclose you a copy of the vote passed. You will see that it 
relates to water for fire purposes only. The question of supply 
for other purposes was discussed, and the opinion expressed that 
if water should be wanted for other purposes than fire, it be sold 
by meter, at a rate to be agreed upon, and all agreed that it 
should be less than rule rates. No definite sum was fixed, but 
twelve cents and ten cents were both mentioned, and I have no 
doubt twelve cents would be satisfactory to us; that would be 
twelve cents for each too cubic feet of water, instead of fifteen 
cents as rules require. A cubic foot contains 62 gallons. 

This relates to water for other purposes, that for fire purposes 
being free.

AUGUST 15, 1893. 


The committee met at Manchester, August 15, 1893. The 
meeting was called to order by Chairman Felt, at 11.30 A. M. 

Mr. Bowers, of Merrimack, introduced Miles J. Merrill, of 
Nashua, who wished to address the committee on the merits of 
some property which he had for sale. The chairman stated that 
the gentleman would proceed unless there was some objection. 
There being none, Mr. Merrill described the property he had for 
sale, which is in Merrimack, bounded easterly by the Merrimack 
river, north by the Souhegan river, west by the main highway, 
and southerly by Horseshoe pond, comprising in all about 500 
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acres; 4 miles from the nearest (Pennichuck) water-works ; 
would need a pumping station; there is 25 feet fall at our 
mill; the best horse power during the year was 150, never less 
than 60. James U. Parker’s land is included in the farm. 

Chairman Felt then stated that he had received a letter from 
J. U. Parker, containing a proposal as to the sale of his farm. 
Thinking it was a personal letter he opened it but had not com- 
municated its contents to any one. The land is good average

Mr. Hatch requested that the record which contained the pur- 
pose for which the committee was appointed be read, and it was 
read by the clerk. 

Moved by Mr. Bowers, of Merrimack, and seconded, that it 
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is the sense of the committee that it is advisable to move the 
county farm from Wilton to some other location. 

Mr. Hatch, of Peterborough, objected to the motion, saying 
in substance that he was unwilling to vote on the motion until 
he knew where the farm was to go. 

Mr. Bowers then withdrew his motion. 

Mr. Bowers’s original motion that bids be opened and consid- 
ered was then put and carried. 

Mr. Hatch suggested that the chairman read the bids. No 
objection being made the chairman proceeded to read the bids.

It contains 
twenty-three acres, and is owned by Mrs. Hadley; but there is 
some question in regard to transfer of title at present, on account 
of the age and illness of a party in interest. North of this again 
is the Minot farm, roo acres, which can be obtained for $5,000. 

I have received no writing or agreement to sell in regard to 
them, other than a verbal expression of willingness to convey 
should the county want the additional land.

It was suggested by Mr. Cummings, of Nashua, that Mr. Gil- 
man, of Nashua, might wish to address the committee in regard 
to the Riverside Farm in Nashua. The chairman stated that it 
was the desire of the committee to hear all. Mr. Gilman then 
proceeded to address the committee, citing several reasons urg- 
ing the purchase of Riverside Farm in Nashua. Mr. Gilmore, 
of Manchester, stated that although the Manchester meeting of 
August 15 was intended to be executive so many new bids had 
been received that the time was extended. 

Ex-Governor Cheney stated that private telephone wire could 
be put to the farm in Goffstown without expense.

I shall 
not be in Nashua next Tuesday at your meeting unless tele- 
graphed for, and will refer you to my partner, Mr. Barker, in 
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Odd Fellows’ building, room 44, for any matters regarding this 
business. 
Will meet you at any time you may wish to see me.

The county convention met November 8, 1893, at the county 
court house in Manchester.. The convention was called to order 
by the clerk, who stated that the first business was the election of 
a chairman for the unexpired term.

Gould, of Manchester, be chosen chairman of the convention for .

The committee appointed by. the representatives to the legis- 
lature from Hillsborough county, assembled in county conven- 
tion, to consider the matter of changing the location of the 
county farm, and all matters relating thereto, respectfully report 
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that they have attended to their duty so far as considering and 
investigating the several locations proposed and propositions sub- 
mitted to them, and at a meeting of the committee holden in 
Nashua, N. H., October 3, 1893, voted to recommend the pur- 
chase of a tract of 228 acres of land in the city of Nashua, known to 
the committee as the “ Harris place,” though composed of several 
adjoining tracts of land, situated between Concord street and the 
Merrimack river, the Concord Railroad passing through its entire 
length. The committee recommend this location, believing that 
by reason of its contiguity to the Pennichuck Water-Works, its 
convenience for electric lighting and assistance in case of fire, 
the easy disposition of sewerage, and railroad facilities that it will 
best convene the whole county, thus furnishing all the require- 
ments necessary and desirable for a substantial and modern insti- 
tution, such as the Hillsborough county farm should be. 

At the above meeting it was also voted, ‘‘ That the chairman 
be instructed to report to the commissioners and county conven- 
tion the recommendation of the majority of the committee.”’

The minority report was submitted by Mr. Emerson, of Green- 
field : 


Gentlemen of the Hillsborough County Convention : 


The undersigned members of the committee appointed to 
examine farms and recommend for the consideration of this con- 
vention, having examined all the properties offered, and consid- 
ered them with reference to their price, locations, character and 
condition of soil, buildings and fences, water supply and drain- 
age, probable cost of fitting and maintaining them for county 
purposes, report that in our judgment the Grasmere Farm at 
Goffstown Center, owned by the P. C. Cheney Company, more 
fully meets the requirements of the county than any other we have 
examined. As all, or nearly all, the members of the delegation 
have made a personal inspection of all the farms under consider- 
ation, and are familiar with them, we deem it sufficient to give 
very briefly, and in outline only, the reasons which have led us 
to the conclusion stated above. 

The price put upon ‘‘ Grasmere ’’ is $16,000, payable in cash 
or 4 per cent county bonds, which is $13,500 less than the price of 
the land recommended by other members of this committee. 
The farm, which contains 300 acres, is located at Goffstown 
Center, and upon the line of the Concord & Montreal Railroad 
and the Piscataquog river, and the main thoroughfare from Man- 


? 
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chester to Weare. A side track will be put in at the farm free 
of cost. Telegraph and railroad stations are near by. 

It is within five miles of Manchester, which contains nearly 
one half the people of the county. It is within close proximity 
to Bedford, Francestown, New Boston, Weare, and Deering, and 
is but a few miles from the thriving towns in the northern and 
western sections of the county. It will certainly cost less to 
transport the paupers of the county, and supplies for them, to 
and from this farm than from any other offered. The soil is 
excellent, and ina high state of cultivation, and well adapted to 
the growing of corn and hay,— large yields of both being easily 
secured. ‘The farm contains a large orchard, and a variety of 
other fruit. The acreage of wood, timber, and pasture lands 
are well divided to meet the necessities of the farm. The fences 
are walls, in good condition. The buildings consist of three 
expensive barns and several sheds, which are all well adapted for 
permanent use, and will be of much value to the county. ‘There 
is also, in addition to these, a house sufficient to accommodate 
seventy-five people, which would be available at a few days’ no- 
tice. ‘The water supply, which is derived from springs, is now 
ample for domestic purposes, and can at comparatively small 
expense be so enlarged as to afford perfect protection from fire 
by concentrating this water in a reservoir on the high ground 
near the buildings. An analysis of this water, copying from the 
summary of the chemist’s report, says that ‘‘it is an exception- 
ally pure water for domestic purposes.’’ We also find two other 
sources of water supply, neither of which would be very costly. 
That of the proposition of the Goffstown Water-Works, to allow 
connection with their pipe at the point known as the ‘‘ Taggart 
Place’’ (some two and a half miles distant from the farm), they 
agreeing to make no charge for the use of the water for fire pur- 
poses. ‘The head at this point is 205 feet, and would be no less 
at ‘‘Grasmere,’’ so that unquestioned protection can be secured 
from this source. ‘The other proposition is, to connect with the 
pulp mill of the Excelsior Fibre Company, three fourths of a 
mile distant, the privilege involving but little expense to lay the 
pipe, and no charge for water. The fire pump at this establish- 
ment is large, and will afford adequate protection. 

These several sources are here enumerated, with the supposition 
that in the event that this farm is purchased, the commissioners, 
with the assistance of competent engineers, would determine 
which plan would be best to adopt. ‘The Manchester Electric 
Company, whose plant is located two miles below the buildings, 
will extend their wires to this farm without charge. 

Facilities for perfect drainage are of the best, as it is but 470 


feet to the river, and there would bea fall of about too feet. 
8 
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This site is healthy and attractive; and finally, we may say that 
the rate of taxation in the town of Goffstown is less than one half 
what it is in the city of Nashua. 

We have been able to fiud no other farm, or group of farms, 
which combines so many advantages as this; and believing it 
best for the county, and that a majority of the people of the 
county, whose agents we are in this important transaction, favor 
this location over any other, we respectfully recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution :

ANSWER OF THE SOLICITOR TO CERTAIN ORAL INQUIRIES OF 
THE COMMISSIONERS. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., December 9, 1893. 


Benjamin G. Herrick, John F. Clough, Webster C. Brown, 
Commissioners of L1illsborough County : 


GENTLEMEN,— You ask my opinion upon two questions : 


First. Does the vote of the Hillsborough county convention 
of November 8, 1893, convey to you sufficient authority to war- 
rant your proceeding to complete the purchase for the county 
of the premises mentioned (Grasmere Farm), at the price stated 
($16,000) ? 
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Second. Have you (as commissioners) authority to issue 
bonds for this purchase without the express vote of the conven- 
tion ?

It further appears that at the convention held November 8, 
1893, the following resolution was offered and adopted, viz. : 


Resolved, That the county commissioners are hereby directed 
to purchase the farm known as “Grasmere,’’ of the P. C. Cheney 
Company, located in Goffstown Center, and being the same prem- 
ises conveyed by said Hillsborough county to Lane & Dorr, as 
set forth in a deed recorded in Hillsborough County Registry, 
Volume 369, page 119, hereby referred to and made a part of 
this resolution, at a price not exceeding $16,000, and they are 
hereby directed and given full power to enter upon and com- 
plete negotiations for securing this property for Hillsborough 
county farm purposes, and in the name of Hillsborough county 
to accept a good and sufficient warranty deed, conveying title 
thereto. 


I call your attention to the words italicized in the letter and 
in the resolution. Here is an offer by the Cheney Company,— 
an. acceptance by the county convention,—a contract between 
the parties. Upon the foregoing facts it is my opinion that you 
not only have sufficient authority, but that it is your duty, as 
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commissioners of the county and agents of the convention, to 
carry into effect the terms of the resolution,— the contract be- 
tween the parties, as above stated. 

Second. Upon taking the deed of the premises mentioned the 
consideration therefor will become a part of the ‘‘ floating debt 
of said county,’’ and as such can be funded (bonded) in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter 203, Session Laws of 1893. 

The bonds when issued should be disposed of in accordance 
with the provisions of section 17, chapter 27 of the Public Stat- 
utes, to which laws and statutes I refer you. 

Any bonds remaining unsold could be exchanged with the 
Cheney Company at par for any security you may now give for 
the deed above mentioned. ‘The company are not legally bound 
to accept the bonds, but in view of the terms of their offer, and 
the terms of the preamble to the resolution, good faith on the 
part of the company would require that it should so accept to the 
amount of ¢12,o00, should you in completing the ‘‘ negotia- 
tions’’ so stipulate.

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Gilmore, of Manchester, stated that at the last meeting he had 
amended Felt’s motion in regard to mileage and per diem so as 
to include the committee of fifteen and that treasurer be in- 
structed to pay the same.

GENTLEMEN,— In response to your inquiry as to whether you 
can safely pay the bills for time, mileage, and expense of the 
county convention and its several committees, as made up by its 
committee on mileage appointed November 8, 1893, my reply is 
as follows : 

Upon an examination of our statutes and the decisions of our 
court, I find authority for the payment of that part of the time 
and mileage which became due in consequence of your call dated 
October 24 for a meeting of the county convention on Novem- 
ber 8, 1893. I find no authority for the payment of any other 
part of the bills mentioned, and in my opinion there is no au- 
thority. Such authority can only be given by an act of the leg- 
islature. When this authority is, obtained you can safely pay 
the bills in full.

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Felt, of Hillsborough, stated that he knew of the opinion but 
wished to know whereto the convention was willing to pay. 

Cummings, of Nashua, said his recollection was that Mr. Felt’s 
motion embraced the committee of fifteen. He thought that if 
the vote to buy the farm is good why is not the vote to pay the 
committee good. 

Moved by Woodbury, of Manchester, and seconded, that the 
resolution of Mr, Felt be adopted. 

At suggestion of Sulloway, of Manchester, Mr. Felt expressed — 
that the last part of the resolution was meant to include team 
hire and so forth. 

Everett, of Nashua, moved to amend making mileage three 
cents each way, the amendment to apply toall, convention, com- 
mittee, and so forth. 

Sulloway, of Manchester, stated that the statute rate should 
control. 

Amendment put and lost. 

Everett, of Nashua, expressed a desire to go on record in favor 
of the amendment. 

Wadsworth, of Manchester, inquired what per diem was pro- 
vided. 

Felt, of Hillsborough, stated that the statute provides for busi- 
ness of this sort three dollars per day. 

Field, of Nashua, asked if the records of the last convention 
had been approved. 

Brief remarks were made by Faxon, of Nashua, and Wason, 
of New Boston, on the question of the approval of the record. 

Resolution of Felt, of Hillsborough, was put by the chair and 
carried unanimously. 

The chair then stated that if no objection was made he would 
declare the record approved. ‘There being none, he did so. 

Chair stated that the first business of the convention was con- 
sideration of the first article in the call. 

Wason, of New Boston, asked that the call be read. ‘This was 
done by the clerk. 

Sulloway, of Manchester, said he thought that the county com- 
missioners if present should state what they wanted. 

Mr. Herrick said that he thought the call expressed the senti- 
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ment of the county that we should have better accommodations 
for paupers, insane, and criminals. The buildings should be suf- 
ficiently commodious for the present inmates and perhaps one 
hundred more. They should be plain, substantial, modern, and 
the price as reasonable as possible. 

Accordingly the commissioners had issued a call for plans and 
five architects had responded with plans, specifications, and costs. 
We have examined them to no great extent. Prices run from 
$100,000 to $250,000. 

Commissioner Brown stated that he had nothing to add to 
what was said by Mr. Herrick. ‘The commissioners had had no 
time to examine the plans submitted. 

Commissioner Clough said that he concurred in the remarks 
of Mr. Herrick. 

Mullen, of Manchester, asked if the commissioners called for 
separate compartments for children. 

In reply Mr. Herrick stated that any plan submitted could be 
changed. ‘They called for accommodations for five hundred in- 
mates. One care should be to separate the different classes ; 
there ought to be separate houses for the paupers, insane, and 
criminals. 

Moved by Kaley, of Milford, that architects be invited to ex- 
plain plans, and that they be limited to ten minutes each. 

The chair stated that the convention should consider and dis- 
pose of the first article in the call first. 

Gilmore, of Manchester, said the convention ought to see what 
kind of buildings were offered before they did this. 

Howard, of Manchester, amended Mr. Kaley’s motion, mak- 
ing the time fifteen minutes. 

Amendment put and carried. 

Moved by Allen, of Manchester, and seconded, that it is the 
sense of this convention that it is expedient to build on the 
county farm at Goffstown. 

Field, of Nashua, offered an amendment to the effect that ac- 
tion on the matter be deferred until the architects have submitted 
their plans. 

Sulloway, of Manchester, then stated that the motion did not 
bind the convention as to what kind of buildings they should 


put up. 
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Amendment put and lost. 

Mr. Allen’s motion was then put and carried. 

The chair then read the second article in the call, and stated 
that the convention was ready to hear the plans of the architects. 

Moved by Jones, of Nashua, and seconded, that the conven- 
tion give no consideration to plans which require an expenditure 
of more than $150,000. 

Howard, of Manchester, spoke against the motion. 

Wason, of New Boston, said the convention ought to hear 
them all. 

Mr. Jones withdraws his motion. 

It was suggested that the names of the architects be handed to 
the clerks, and be called for in alphabetical, order. 

Plans were submitted by the architects as follows: 

Mr. Butterfield, of Manchester. 

Chickering & O’Connell, of Manchester. 

Davis & Rynes, of Lowell. 

Mr. Herrick, of Manchester. 

Howard & Caldwell, of New York. 

Moved and seconded that the convention adjourn to meet at 
2 P.M. 

Chair declared motion lost. 

The house was divided and the motion declared carried. 

The convention met according to adjournment at 2 Pp. M., and 
the chair announced the committee on mileage in accordance 
with the motion of Felt, of Hillsborough, as follows : 

Felt, of Hillsborough ; Priest, of Manchester ; Cummings, of 
Nashua. 

The following resolution was introduced by Sulloway of Man- 
chester : 


Resolved, That the county commissioners be and hereby are 
authorized to contract with the register of deeds of this county 
for the making of a classified index of that part of the records 
not yet so indexed, at a price not exceeding five hundred dollars 
in any year, the expense for the same to be charged to the ap- 
propriation for miscellaneous expenses. 


The chair ruled that the foregoing could be considered only 
by unanimous consent. 
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There was no objection, and after some discussion, on motion 
of Everett, of Nashua, the resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Wason, of New Boston, begged leave to present Mr. Tucker, 
of Boston, who talks at length upon the advantages of his plan 
of fire-proof construction. 

Moved by Allen, of Manchester, and seconded, that the com- 
missioners of Hillsborough county be authorized to select a plan 
and specifications for kind, size, and cost of buildings, which 
plan and specifications shall be submitted to the convention for 
amendment, approval, or rejection. 

Moved by Mullen, and seconded, that the whole delegation 
act as above. 

Amendment put and lost wva voce. 

The yeas and nays were called for, and the motion declared 
lost, 57 having voted in the negative and 13 in the affirmative. 

Moved by Ward, of Manchester, as an amendment, and sec- 
onded, that the chair appoint a committee of five to act in the 
matter with the county commissioners. 

Amendment put and lost. 

Original motion of Mr. Allen put and carried. 

Sulloway, of Manchester, called for the yeas and nays upon 
Mr. Allen’s motion. 

The motion was declared carried, 11 having voted in the neg- 
ative and 55 in the affirmative.

Everett of Nashua requested the clerk to read the following, 
that it might become part of the record of the convention: 


Marcellus Gould, E:sg., Chairman F{illsborough County Del- 
egation : 


As a legal representative of ward three, Nashua, I desire the 
following protest to become a part of the records of this com- 
mittee : 


WHEREAS, George M. Clark, of Manchester, having been 
elected representative from ward three in Manchester at the No- 
vember election of 1892, residing at the time at 88 Ash street, 
and that it appears that during the summer of 1893 he built or 
purchased a new house on Bay street, in Manchester, in ward 
two, and that he moved there with his family, and that at a 
special election held in ward three, in November, 1893, his 
name was not on the check-list and that he made no effort to 
vote at said election ; 

Article 13 of the New Hampshire Constitution exactly pro- 
vides for cases of this kind and states that removal from towns 
or wards forfeits right of person to represent said town or ward. 
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The fact that the majority of the Hillsborough county conven- 
tion voted at meeting in November, 1893, to allow said Clark 
to vote in the November convention in no way legalizes said 
vote, and the protestant hereby gives notice that he has notified 
George M. Clark by letter that his right to.vote at this or pre-

Chair stated that Mr. George Clark claimed no right to vote 
at this convention, but when he voted before that he did have 
such right. 

The minutes of previous meeting were read and approved. 

Roll was called and disclosed that Bowers, Reed, and Little 
were absent. 

Chair stated that the first business of the convention was the 
first article in the call, and requested the clerk to read the fol- 
lowing : 

To the County Convention for the County of Hillsborough: 

GENTLEMEN,— The undersigned, commissioners of the county 
of Hillsborough, to whom was referred by your convention at its 
late meeting the matter of procuring plans for buildings at the 
county farm at Grasmere, in Goffstown, in accordance with the 
ideas of the commissioners, also estimates of the cost of the 
same, hereby make report that they have attended to such duties 
and present the following for your consideration : 

First. The commissioners voted to leave out of consideration — 
all plans which had been submitted by any persons to the con- 
vention on the 8th day of March last. 

Second. The commissioners considered the matter of build- 
ings and voted that it was necessary, in their opinion, to erect 
the following buildings: 

(a) A building designed for the accommodation of 250 
paupers. 

(6) A building for the accommodation of 150 insane persons. 

(c) A building for the accommodation of 125 prisoners. 

(7) A boiler-house and coal sheds with boilers and heating 
apparatus for all buildings. 

(e) A house for superintendent and officers. 

(f) Also a water-supply for all buildings. 
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Third. The commissioners procured the accompanying plans 
for each of these buildings and water-supply, which plans, in 
their opinion, with a few modifications in size and expense, are 
such as will accommodate the needs of the county for years to 
come. 

Fourth. The commissioners also took the opinion of experts 
as to the cost of erecting the foregoing buildings and construct- 
ing the water-works, and report that in their opinion, based upon 
the estimate of such experts, the buildings and water-works can 
be constructed for the following sums, viz. : 








Building for paupers.. ; ’ . $52,000.00 
Building for insane. 4 ; . 30,000.00 
Building for prisoners . : . 10,000.00 
Superintendent’s house : : . 11,000.00 
Boiler-house and heating plant. 7,500.00 
Water-works ; ; ; : ; : : 8,000.00 

Total . : i ; Y ; . $118,500.00 


The foregoing estimates include the construction of all things 
necessary to prepare all of said buildings and water-works for 
occupation and use. 


Fifth. The commissioners are of the opinion that the sum of 
one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) is sufficient to 
construct and complete the buildings and water-works ready for 
occupation and recommend the raising of that sum by the con- 
vention for that purpose. This sum is fixed, as in the construc- 
tion of so many buildings some changes will doubtless be necessary 
in the plans, and some increases in the cost of construction. 
Allowing for such changes and increases, they think said sum 
of one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) is ampie to 
provide a well and thoroughly constructed institution which will 
satisfy the requirements of the county ina suitable and proper 
manner.

Cost of construction and estimates had been furnished by 
Alpheus Gay, of Manchester. 

Mullen, of Manchester, inquired why the plan for separate 
compartments for children had been ignored, and Mr. Herrick 
replied that the plans submitted would allow of this separation. 

Baker, of Hillsborough, protested against the care of paupers 
and children at the county farm. 

Moved by Baker, of Hillsborough, and seconded, that article 
1 in the call be laid on the table and that the convention take 
up and consider article 4. 

The chair decided that the motion was not in order. 

Everett, of Nashua, appealed from the decision of the chair. 

The question being submitted to the convention it was voted 
to sustain the decision of the chair. 

Butterfield (architect) then addressed the convention, outlining 
the plans drawn by him for the county commissioners, 

Moved by Jones, of Nashua, and seconded, that further con- 
sideration of these plans be laid upon the table to give Baker, of 
Hillsborough, opportunity to renew his motion. 

Motion lost by wva voce vote. 

Yeas and nays called for and motion declared lost. Yeas 34, 
nays 40. 

Chickering (architect) addressed the convention, outlining 
plans drawn by his firm (Chickering & O’Connell) for the 
county commissioners. 

McGregor (architect) addressed the convention, outlining 
plans drawn by him for the county commissioners. 
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Alpheus Gay (contractor and builder) explained to the con- 
vention the plan of construction and probable cost of the same. 
Howard, of Manchester, presented the following : 


To the Honorable the Delegates of the Hillsborough County 
Convention : 


GENTLEMEN,— In accordance with the invitation of your 
honorable commissioners to submit plans for the proposed build- 
ings to be erected on the county farm at Goffstown, N. H., 
Messrs. Davis & Rynes, architects, of Lowell, Mass., submitted 
drawings, descriptions, and accurate estimates for the proposed 
buildings, and were admitted to all the privileges of said compe- 
tition upon equal terms with architects from Manchester and 
elsewhere. 

First. The said firm, being professional architects and being 
used to the customary usages governing competitions, were the 
only ones that presented full elevations in black and white, for, 
as you know, perspectives and colored drawings are rarely ad- 
mitted in weil-governed competitions inasmuch as they are apt 
to deceive and give an impression of magnitude and elegance 
out of proportion to the accompanying estimates. 

Second. The said firm called the attention of the commis- 
sioners to the methods of design and construction in use in Mas- 
sachusetts, and modeled and planned their buildings in accord- 
ance with the best rules as adopted by that state. 

Third. The said firm first called the attention of the commis- 
sioners to the method of construction by which more elegant 
and more enduring buildings were to be provided at 25 per cent 
less than the cost of similar buildings in ordinary construction. 

Fourth. The said firm offered the honorable commissioners, 
in the presence of the convention, to provide for their inspec- 
tion of the buildings in Massachusetts, and to provide every 
facility for a careful survey and examination of the methods pro- 
posed. 

All these things the commissioners have ignored. 

Having complied with all the provisions contained in the in- 
vitation for drawings ; having been the first to suggest the most 
efficient and economical method for the construction of the 
buildings ; having done all in their power to give to the county 
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of Hillsborough the benefit of a large professional knowledge, it 


seems to your petitioners to be eminently right and just that 
they should be given the same opportunity to explain and revise 
their plans as was given to other competitors. It does not seem 
right that the patronage of home industry should be carried so 
far as to jeopardize the best interest of the county. 

We, your petitioners, therefore appeal to you, and respectfully 
ask for a hearing today in order to submit to you a proposition 
for the erection of proposed buildings ample for the needs of the 
county, beautiful in architectural design, strong and substantial 
in construction, convenient and healthful in arrangement, and 
absolutely fire-proof. ‘The cost is to be within $100,000. 

We desire to speak first on the general arrangement design, 
and second on the submission of a direct business-like proposi- 
tion for the erection of these buildings.

QUESTIONS SUBMITTED BY THE COMMISSIONERS. 


We also herewith submit a list of questions referred by the 
commissioners to the solicitor, and the answer by him thereto 
made, with reference to the legal effect of certain votes passed 
by the county convention, and the duties of the commissioners 
pursuant to the same. 


James P. Tuttle, Esq., County Soltcttor : 


Dear Sir,— The county convention of the county of Hills- 
borough, at a meeting held at Nashua, April 11, passed the in- 
closed resolution and amendments. 

The buildings described in the report of the commissioners to 
the convention and in the plans were: 


A dwelling-house for the superintendent and officers. 
A building for the accommodation of 250 paupers. 
150 insane. 

125 prisoners. 

Boiler-house and heating plant for all buildings. 
Water-works for the whole institution.

The convention had previously voted that in the opinion of 
the convention the county farm ought to be moved from Wilton, 
that Grasmere farm in Goffstown should be purchased for a county 
farm; that it is expedient to erect buildings on the Grasmere 


farm ; and that repairs not exceeding $1,000 should be made at 
Wilton. 
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The county commissioners are uncertain as to their power and 
duties under the provisions of the inclosed resolution and amend- 
ments, and desire an opinion from you at the earliest date possi- 
ble upon the following points : 

How far is Kaley’s'amendment (No. 2) obligatory upon the 
commissioners ? : 

Can it properly be construed to mean that the commissioners 
must make such repairs on the buildings at Wilton as will make 
these buildings suitable for the accommodation of a// the paupers 
and children now or hereafter to be supported at the county farm, 
so that they can a// be kept at Wilton? 

In other words, does the amendment govern the resolution so 
that Wilton shall be held to be the omly place to keep a// the 
paupers (including insane poor, pauper children, and all who 
come under the name of pauper) and so that enough money must 
be spent at Wilton to accommodate a// the paupers there? 

Will Wilton under this resolution and amendment continue to 
be really the only county farm and Grasmere, with the buildings 
thereon to be erected, become merely a county house of correc- 
tion, or can the commissioners under the resolution and amend- 
ment expend such an amount at Wilton as they deem sufficient 
to make the buildings there reasonably proper for the accommo- 
dation of the paupers and children until the buildings ordered 
built at Grasmere are completed, and at the same time spend 
such sums as are necessary to build at Grasmere the buildings de- 
scribed in their report to the convention and in the plans sub- 
mitted ? 

Can Kaley’s amendment be construed as a vote compelling the 
commissioners to provide accommodations for all paupers and 
children at Wilton and keep all paupers and children there until 
some future convention shall vote otherwise, or will the resolu- 
tion, taken in connection with the prior votes and action of the 
convention in purchasing Grasmere farm for a county farm, au- 
thorize the commissioners to build such buildings at Grasmere 
as they described in their report and plans, using their own dis- 
cretion as to the amount to be expended at Wilton ? 

And if they do build such buildings at Grasmere can the com- 
missioners move all the parties now supported at Wilton to the 
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new buildings, or must they continue to support all the paupers 
and children at Wilton ? 

In short, the commissioners desire to know if the amended res- 
olution requires the county to conduct two (2) institutions for 
the poor and criminals, or have the commissioners power to build 
at Grasmere such buildings as they described in their report (at 
a price not exceeding $120,000, less any sum they may see fit to 
expend in repairs at Wilton) and when those buildings at Gras- 
mere are completed have they power to remove to the new build- 
ings the persons for whose accommodation they are intended ? 

Early attention to this request will greatly oblige the commis- 
sioners.

ANSWER OF THE SOLICITOR. 


Benjamin G. Herrick, Webster C. Brown, John F. Clough, 

Commissioners of Hillsborough County : 

GENTLEMEN,— In response to your request for an opinion as 
to the meaning of certain votes passed by the county conventions 
of March 8, 1894, and April 11, 1894, the following is herewith 
submitted : 

The convention of March 8 was called to act among others 
upon the following subjects : 


‘First. To consider whether expedient to erect buildings for 
the use of the county upon the county farm in Goffstown, and 
pass any vote in relation thereto. 

“Second. To decide what buildings shall be erected and at 
what expense, to authorize the building of the same, and _ pass 
any vote in relation thereto.”’ 


The records show that it was ‘*moved by Allen, of Man- 
chester, and seconded, that it is the sense of this convention 
that it is expedient to build on the county farm at Goffstown ”’ ; 
and after voting down an amendment offered ‘‘ Mr, Allen’s mo- 
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tion was then put and carried.’’ The records of that convention 
also show that it was ‘‘moved by Allen, of Manchester, and 
seconded, that the commissioners of Hillsborough county be 
authorized to select a plan and specifications for kind, size, and 
cost of buildings, which plan and specifications shall be submit- 
ted to the convention for amendment, approval, or rejection.’” 
And again, after voting down an amendment offered, “ original 
motion of Mr. Allen was put and carried.’’ A roll-call upon the 
amendment shows seventy members to have been present and 
voting. A roll-call on the main question shows sixty-six mem- 
bers present and voting,— fifty-five voting in favor of, and eleven 
against, Mr. Allen’s motion. 

The convention of April 11 was called to act, among others, 
upon the following subjects: 


‘First. To consider and vote upon the plans for new county 
buildings to be submitted by the county commissioners as in- 
structed by the county convention of March 8, 1894. 


‘‘Second. To decide what buildings shall be erected upon 
the county farm in Goffstown ; at what expense; to authorize 
the building of the same, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


‘‘Third. To raise and appropriate money and authorize an 
issue of county bonds for the above-named purpose and pass any 
vote in relation thereto.’’ 


To this convention the commissioners reported among other 
things the following : 


‘Second. The commissioners considered the matter of build- 
ings and voted that it was necessary in their opinion to erect 
the following buildings: 


(a2) A building designed for the accommodation of 250 
paupers. 

(6) A building for the accommodation of 150 insane persons. 

(c) A building for the accommodation of 125 prisoners. 

(d) A boiler house and coal sheds with boilers and heating 
apparatus for all buildings. 

(e) A house for superintendent and officers. 

(f) Also a water-supply for all buildings. 
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‘Third. The commissioners procured the accompanying plans 
for each of these buildings and water-supply, which plans, in 
their opinion, with a few modifications in size and expense, are 
such as will accommodate the needs of the county for years to 
come. 

“ Fourth. The commissioners also took the opinion of experts 
as to the cost of erecting the foregoing buildings and construct- 
ing the water-works and report that in their opinion, based upon 
the estimate of such experts, the buildings and water-works can 
be construeted for the following sums, viz. : 








Building for paupers . : ; : . $52,000.00 
Building for insane. : ; . 30,000.00 
Building for prisoners . ’ : : . 10,000.00 
Superintendent’s house : . 11,000.00 
Boiler house and heating plant. : 3 7,500.00 
Water-works ; é ; , 8,000.00 

otal. ; } ; . $118,500.00 


‘‘ The foregoing estimates include the construction of all things 
necessary to prepare all of said buildings and water-works for 
occupation and use. 

“Fifth. The commissioners are of the opinion that the sum of 
one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) is sufficient to 
construct and complete the buildings and water-works ready for 
occupation and recommend the raising of that sum by the con- 
vention for that purpose. ‘This sum is fixed, as in the construc- 
tion of so many buildings some changes will doubtless be neces- 
sary in the plans, and some increases in its cost of construction. 
Allowing for such changes and increases, they think said sum of 
one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) is ample to 
provide a well and thoroughly constructed institution which will 
satisfy the requirements of the county in a suitable and proper 
manner.” 

After the above report was made, it was by this convention 
voted that the following resolutions be adopted : 

Resolved, ‘That the county commissioners be and they hereby 


are instructed and authorized to construct on the Grasmere 
Farm, in Goffstown, such buildings and water-works as are 
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described in their report to the convention and in accordance 
with the plans by them submitted to the convention, at a price 
not exceeding one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000), 
and to make all contracts and do all things necessary to carry 
the vote into effect. 


Resolved, That for such purpose the sum of one hundred 
twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) be and hereby is appropri- 
ated, and the county commissioners be and hereby are author- 
ized for said purpose to borrow for and in the name of the 
county a sum of money not exceeding in all said sum of one 
hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) and to issue the 
notes of the county therefor (Sulloway’s motion); that the 
county commissioners be instructed to repair the buildings at 
Wilton so that they can be used for the paupers and children, 
the amount required for that to be deducted from the appropri- 
ation of one hundred twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) in the 
original motion (Kaley’s amendment); that the interest on 
the above authorized notes shall not exceed four per cent per 
annum (Gilmore’s amendment); that the question of fire- 
proof construction be referred to the county commissioners to 
be investigated and used by them in their discretion (Wason’s 
amendment). 


The record of the roll-call upon the above resolution shows 
seventy-one members present and voting, fifty-nine voting in 
favor of and twelve voting against the same. 

It does not appear that the convention attempted to infringe 
upon, or in any way limit, the power and responsibility by the 
statute conferred upon the commissioners. ‘The consolidated 
resolution does not in any way impair the power which the com- 
missioners before possessed. It confers power to build at Goffs- 
town, it directs repairs to be made at Wilton. What is required 
at Goffstown is made certain, for the resolution specifically pro- 
vides for ‘‘ such buildings and water-works as are described in 
their (the commissioners’) report to the convention, and in ac- 


cordance with the plans by them submitted.’’ Repairs of the 
buildings at Wilton are directed to be of such character ‘‘ that 
they can be used for the paupers and children.’’ How much or 


how little this may be, within the limit of one thousand dollars, 
must be determined by the discretion of the commissioners, and 
no amount being authorized nor limit fixed they have no power 
so to expend beyond the statutory limit. The part of the -vote 
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authorizing the construction of buildings at Goffstown does not 
provide how these buildings shall be used when so constructed ; 
neither does the part of the vote authorizing the repair of build- 
ings at Wilton provide how these buildings shall be used when 
so repaired. ‘This power was by statute given to county com- 
missioners (Public Statutes, chapter 27, section 6), and must be 
by them exercised. They should bring to its exercise a sound 
judgment and discretion, and, as was said by Judge Smith in 
Derry v. County of Rockingham (64 N. H.), ‘so administer our 
poor laws ag to promote their humanitarian purpose.’’ These 
suggestions we believe fully answer the questions submitted.

PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT SOLDIERS, 
AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE SOLDIERS’ HOME IN 
CERTAIN CASES. 


Sect. 9. Whenever any ‘person, resident in this state, who 
enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned and served 
as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the army or navy 
of the United States, in the war of the Rebellion, and who re- 
ceived an honorable discharge, not being under guardianship or 
legal restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide mainte- 
nance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wife, 
widow, or minor children, or such of the children as are unable 
to maintain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers of 
the poor or the county commissioners shall deem right and 
proper, but no person shall receive aid under the provisions of 
this section unless he has resided in this state three years or more 
before making application for such aid; and no person shall, 
while receiving aid under the provisions of this section, use in- 
toxicating liquors to an extent which will render him incapable 
of working at his usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section shall sell any articles fur- 
nished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor 
share any such aid with any persons other than those above 
named as being entitled to the benefit of these provisions. Any 
person receiving aid under the provisions of this section, who re- 
ceives a pension from the United States government, shall, while 
receiving such aid, apply the pension to the support of himself 
and dependent family, and shall, when requested, furnish to the 
overseers of the poor or the county commissioners satisfactory 
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proof that such pension has been so applied. Any person apply- 
ing for such aid shall, when requested, furnish to the county 
commissioners or the overseers of the poor the certificate of a 
reputable physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as 
to any incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. Neglect 
by any person applying for or receiving aid under the provisions 
of this section to comply with the foregoing provisions and con- 
ditions shall relieve the town or county liable for such person’s 
support from the provisions of this section so far as such person 
is concerned, and such person may be supported at the town or 
county almshouse. 

Sect. 10. The expense of support furnished under the provi- 
sions of the preceding ‘section shall be kept and reported ina 
separate account under the head of ‘‘ Aid furnished to dependent 
soldiers and their families,’’ and not in the general pauper ac- 
count, but shall be recoverable of the person, town, or county 
liable therefor as in other cases.* 

Sect. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers of the 
poor of any town may require any person applying for aid under 
the provisions of section nine of this chapter, who is eligible for 
admission, to make application for admission to the New Hamp- 
shire Soldiers’ Home, in case he has no family or settled place of 
abode, whenever in their discretion they deem it best; and if 
such person refuses to make such application, or if admitted re- 
fuses to go to said soldiers’ home, the county or town shall be 
relieved from the provisions of the two preceding sections so far 
as such person*is concerned, and he may be supported at the 
county or town almshouse. 


*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from 
the engrossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed bill that 
it is evident the legislature intended it should be a part of the law. 
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
